Junior High Renovations 


Rapidly Nearing Completion 


Renovation work at the East 
Junior High school is proceeding 
at a rapid pace in an effort to meet 
all work requirements prior to 
the opening of school. 

The projects undertaken this 
summer are part of the three year 
program approved at the 1969 town 
meeting to bring the building up to 
modern educational standards and 
to retain it as part of the town’s 
educational system. 

The work, carried out under the 
direction of the town manager, 
has included this year, work inthe 
domestic arts department and the 
creation of additional classroom 
or activity space. 

Renovations have been made to 
the kitchen area of the domestic 
arts department with the installa- 
tion of new ranges and cabinets. 

An additional science room has 
been created with necessary 
cabinet space. 

A classroom has been par- 
titioned to allow greater use ofthe 
overall area. 


In the cafeteria section parti- 
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tions have also been added. One 
partition separates the kitchen 
area, allowing the preparation of 
meals while the remaining area 
will also have a folding partition 
to allow its use for classroom or 
other activity. The preparation of 
meals will not hinder the class- 
room activity and the moveable 
partition will allow the classrooms 
to be reconverted to dining area 
at the appointed time during the 
school day. 

Cabinets have been installed in 
the art room which has also been 
redecorated. 

In the gymnasium, where a new 
floor was installed last summer, 
improved lighting and the painting 
of the walls has taken place this 
year, 

Work on the stairwells has also 
taken place under the contracts 
awarded this year. Bringing them 
up to safety standards has re- 
quired retreading in some areas, 

In other areas of the school, 
Shelving and carpeting has been 
installed, 

The overall project, has updated

particularly in the utilities in the 
initial stages, then the bringing up 
to modern standards the classroom 
and departmental facilities 
followed. :

The selectmen have recon- 

sidered their action of a week ago 

with regard to the town relieving 
4 a drainage problem on High Plain 
R 


The board had originally 

authorized the installation of 400 
feet of underground pipe to remove 
1 surface drainage from running on 
the roadway from the Frank De- 
Rosa property on High Plain Road. 

The problem appears to be the 
result of the builder of the house, 
or houses in the area, not the 
specific property owner. 

The selectmen had viewed the 
property and discussed the subject 
at several meetings before finally 
voting to have the town correct the 
problem. This action was taken at 
the board’s Monday, Aug. 23 
meeting. 

Meeting in special session last 
Friday, the selectmen voted to 
reconsider their action and place 
the matter on the agenda for their 
Sept. 13 meeting. 

Neighbors in the area feel that 
solving of the single problem would 
not relieve similar conditions in 
the area. 

The dumping of the surface 
drainage onto the roadway is 
illegal, according to Public Works 
Director Robert McQuade. 

There are similar problems in 
many areas of the town. Some have 
been corrected at property owner’s 
expense, at the request of the town. 

When the selectmen made their 
decision a week ago Monday, it 
opened the way to numerous re- 
quests for similar consideration. 

Thus, the board has decided to 
reconsider its action, although 
some members indicate that possi- 
bly the same vote may apply the 
next time around.

Curran estate property on North 
Main street, across from the 
Washington Park apartments. 

The selectmen have inserted an 
article in the warrant at the re- 
quest of the Andover Housing 
Authority asking for the transfer of 
10 acres in Carmel Woods for 
construction of a new 80-unit 
housing for the elderly. 

The housing authority also has 
requested, in another article, 
authorization to sponsor a senior 
citizen housing project. 

A third article, dealing with the 
senior citizen housing project isin 
the warrant on private petition of 
Joseph Landry of Summer street, 
who requests the authority not to 
exercise eminent domain pro- 
ceedings in construction of a new 
elderly housing project. 

The housing authority is con- 
sidering a pocket of land off Sum- 
mer street for the new housing 
project. 

Money articles include authori- 
zation to spend $150,000 for a 
generator for the new pumping 
station at the water treatment 
plant. The generator was taken 
out of the original contract to 
bring the project within the appro- 
priated sum. Now the town wants to 
place the item back in since it is 
a necessary part of the project, 
and waiting until the station 
is finished will result inincreased 
costs. 

Another money item calls for 
$13,500 to retain a consultant to 
study access roads to the Lowell 
Junction industrial area. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 
tin feels that this study is needed 
now in order to determine if there 
is a solution to traffic problemsin 
the industrial area and if a solu- 
tion is within the economic means 
of the town. 

Austin points out that continued 
growth of the industrial area will 
make it necessary to consider 
access. Thought of, in essence, is 
a Ballardvale bypass. 

Currently all traffic must pass 
through the center of the ‘Vale 
creating heavy traffic problems 
and sometimes dangerous, due to 
curves and turns in the roadways 
through residential areas.

provements. 

Work at the East Junior High 
school is a problem at present. 
While the major renovation work 
there is proceeding normally, and 
contractors are expected to have 
most of the work done, the time- 
table for the town’s maintenance 
crews to move into the work areas 
for cleanup operations appears to 
be close. 

While some classrooms will be 
crowded, Dr. Seifert expects that 
district lines throughout the town 
will be maintained. 

The administrator reported that 
some overcrowding may result in 
some areas and some pockets of 
students may have to be moved, 
but he could not foresee such a 
problem immediately. 

It is anticipated there will be 
no abnormal busing mandated by 
overcrowding, as of the present 
Dr. Seifert says. 

A general meeting of the pro- 
fessional staff will be held Tuesday 
from 9 to 10 a.m. at the West 
Junior High school auditorium. In 
the afternoon on Tuesday there will 
be work preparation for the staff 
members in individual buildings, 
along with staff meetings at the 
various schools.

S.LC. Sales Rise, Earnings Decline 


Standard International Corpora- 
tion (NYSE) reported an 11 percent 
drop in earnings on a two percent 
rise in sales in the fiscal year 
ended June 31, 1971. President 
Daniel E. Hogan forecasts 
a ‘record-breaking fiscal 1972” 
and predicted that earnings would 
increase ‘‘well in excess of 15 
percent this year.’”’ Commenting 
that while fiscal 1971 results in- 
terrupted seven consecutive years 
of record sales and earnings, Mr. 
Hogan added that the year was 
‘fone of significant achievement 
in which the company’s pro-forma 
net worth was increased by 50 
percent.’’ 

Sales in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1971 were $115, 418,000, 
up slightly from $112,495,000 in 
fiscal 1970. Earnings (before 
extraordinary items) amounted to 
$5,067,000 or $1.26 per common 
share, down from 1970’s record 
earnings of $5,680,000, or $1.42 
per share on a restated basis. 

Standard also realized net extra- 
ordinary gains of $5,699,000, or 
$1.44 per share in the 1971 fiscal 
year. The earnings figures for 
both fiscal 1970 and 1971 includes 
Standard’s equity in the earnings 
of A. T. Cross Company, the 
writing instrument manufacturer 
in which Standard International has 
a 35 percent interest. 

Mr. Hogan attributed the 
earnings decline to: (1) The 
economic recession; (2) labor 
problems, including a costly 
seven-week strike at the important 
Club Products Division; and (3) 
significant operating losses at two 
nameplate divisions andthe Pflaum 
Publishing Unit. The Club Pro- 
ducts strike was settled with a 
three-year contract, and Mr. 
Hogan added that ‘‘it appears 
that most of our major labor 
difficulties are now behind us.’’ 
He said that the losses at Pflaum 
have been terminated with the 
discontinuance of the division, and 
expressed hope that the name- 
plate units would approach the 
break-even point by the end of the 
current year. 

Mr. Hogan stated that Standard 
International ended the 1971 fiscal 
year ‘‘at anew level of financial 
strength and earnings capability’’ 
and added that the firm is 
‘‘actively seeking one or two major 
new acquisitions - possibly in new 
areas of activity for Standard.’ 
He indicated that ‘‘two of the 
most significant developments in

the recent history of Standard 
International’’ - the public offering 
of A. T. Cross Company stock 
and the sale of the Edward Weck 
division to Squibb Corporation - 
considerably enhanced Standard 
International’s financial position 
and significantly increased share- 
holders’ equity. Mr. Hogan added 
that ‘‘these two events, when 
added to the 1971 earnings, in- 
creased the company’s proforma 
net worth by close to 50 percent 
from a year ago.”’ 

Standard had purchased a 46.5 
percent interest in A. T. Cross 
three-and-a-half years ago for 
$4,184,000; in the A, T. Cross 
public offering in April, Standard 
sold 232,000 shares at $27 per 
share, realizing a net gain of 
$2.5 million after applicable taxes, 
and retaining 700,000 Cross 
shares, which at the July 30 


“quoted price of $32 per share, 


equates to about $22 million. 
About eight years ago, Standard 
had paid$2.4 million for its Edward 
Weck Medical Company and has 
invested an additional $2 million 
in expanding the firm since that 
time. In May, Weck was sold to 
the Squibb Corporation and 
Standard received 252,000 shares 
of Squibb stock which at the July 
30 market price of $79 equates to 
about $20 million before computing 
taxes due, if and when, Standard 
liquidates these holdings.

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Edito rial Comment 


Responsibility 


The traditional summer sojourn over, educators, parents 
and students prepare for another school year which will 
commence next week. 

Here, in Andover, new programs are planned for those 
entering the public schools. 

The programs have been carefully studied and prepared 
by the professional staff. The innovative programs are de- 
signed to improve the educational climate for the youngsters 
of the community. 

Of particular interest is the so-called multi-age grouping 
plan which will take effect in some of the elementary 
schools this year. 

Some parents look upon the program with a cautious 
eye, while educators proceed to introduce the new methods 
optimistically, convinced that the program will prove to be 
most beneficial in providing the proper training for children 
to meet the challenges of modern living. 

The important element in this program, in order to be 
properly beneficial to all, is time. As in any new program, 
there will be an introductory period which must blend the 
basic ingredients of understanding and patience. 

Teachers and administrators alike have carefully planned 
for the multi-age group plan in order that its introduction 
can take place as smoothly as possible. 

The changes may take a little understanding on the part 
of parents at first, but the administration believes that the 
results will prove to be most beneficial. 

As the school department plans for another year, with its 
new programs, etc., there seems to be one vital ingredient 
necessary to the success of public education. 

The prime essential must be the home. 

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, superintendent of schools, in a 
TOWNSMAN report of a few weeks ago expressed concern 
over the role of parental responsibility. 

Well he could, for we ean see in daily life, the continuing 
decay of the family as a unit. 

We must soon realize parental responsibility begins with 
birth, not ends. 

The public school system is not a multi-million dollar 
baby sitting service. 

The system is not faultless by any means, but its ad- 
ministrators and professional staff devote their time and 
energies Ltoward the perfection of the child to meet the 
challenges of a complex world. Meeting that goal, accepts 
the premise that the child has some preparation, guidance 
and assistance from the home. 

As a new school year approaches, it would seem an ap- 
propriate lime to dedicate ourselves to instituting or rein- 
stituting, as the case may be, the core facility for the success 
of any educational endeavor - the family. 

For it is in the unified effort, the home example, the 
sharing and working together, that any program can attain 
success. 

Recognition of responsibilities now, and the firm esta- 
blishment of the family unit, will provide the foundation 
upon which dramatic achievement can result.

A timely reminder this time of year is certainly in order 
for motorists, and pedestrians alike. 

With schools about to open, extreme caution should be 
practiced by all. 

Youngsters will soon be reluctantly returning to classes 
for another year.

Registry of motor vehicles records indicate that more 
youngsters in the five to niné age grouping are injured in 
automobile accident involvement than any other. 

School time is cause to reflect on that statistic, being 
mindful that safety should be uppermost in consideration 
for all. 

It would be wise to keep safety in mind beginning this 
weekend, the last ‘‘fling’’ of the summer season. 

National safety authorities already are predicting a 
record toll of carnage on the nation’s highways, as thou- 
sands enjoy that last respite. 

Let’s not become a statistic by making safety a priority 
item this weekend and in the weeks to come.

Also, by getting the seeding done 
at this time there will be several 
months of growing weather before 
winter finally halts the. growth of 
the grass. Add to this several 
months of growth the following 
spring before hot weather occurs 
and you have about six good months 
of weather conducive to good 
growth.

In a recent published interview 
it was informative of Andover’s 
School Superintendent to explain 
school functions. However, re- 
markable was the ending of the 
interview where was stressed that 
school administrators appreciate 
courtesy from those interested. 

Because good thoughts en- 
courage others, it is suggested 
that both school committee and 


-administrators cooperate to treat 


the voters with courtesy concern- 
ing preparation for annual town 
meeting in the matter of revealing 
where the money required is to 
be used; and why. Voters find it 
disconcerting to be asked to vote 
for new programs with little ex- 
planation of what has been the cost 
and extent of previous programs 
and their usefulness. It is dis- 
courteous to create such a situa- 
tion. 

To correct this and, in the 
absence at present of a by-law 
which would require it, it is hoped 
that the school department will 
provide an eight year review, kept 
up to date, which lists each new 
program started for each of the 
past 8 years, withor without knowl- 
edge of town meeting, and the cost 
per year of each such new program 
together with a projected cost for 
each of the following 3 years for 
each such program. This would 
also include the costs of busing 
even though this program has long 
been with us. And this item should 
show the costs of busing to private 
schools and their names as well 
as taxi fares for special students 
and the costs of group trips for 
pupils, etc. ; 

Incidentally, the Pentagon 
Papers teach us how things keep 
growing where sufficient informa- 
tion is not made public. 

Because it is impossible for 
people to digest information as 
they sit in town meeting, it’s hoped 
that the above information will be 
delievered to each dwelling not less 
than 15 days before the ballot part 
of town meeting begins. 

It is hoped the Office of Select- 
men shall also be moved to be 
equally courteous to the voters; 
and the Finance Committee also.

The town has made application 
for funds under the Nixon emer- 
gency employment fund and has 
designated positions for con- 
sideration. 

The funds are to be provided 
from a million dollar grant to the 
Essex County Consortium, the 
group to which 16 cities and towns 
in the county are applying for 
financial grants. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Aus- 
tin said this week, that the appli- 
cation has been forwarded for 
consideration and that at least 
three positions in the area 
of planning administration and 
public works have been designated. 

The town could be eligible for a 
$14,000 grant for the first six 
months after which additional 
application can be made. 

The town is considered to be 
eligible for a little over $70,000 
under the plan. 

Actual creation of position, 
which the town manager has the 
right to do, will be discussed with 
the selectmen before any action is 
taken, the manager said.
